I. Background: This paper presents for consideration by 


the Special Coordination Committee a description of current 
practice and a summary of issues that require resolution in 
order to develop an Administration position concerning the 
use for intelligence purposes of persons in a particular 
status or engaged in particular professions or associated 
with particular organizations, and the use of particular 
types of U.S. organizations for cover purposes abroad and
